The Student Government

University. 

Peak Communications 
requested a written endorsement 
from SGA to submit to local 
businesses affirming University 
support. Peak Communications 
also said the magazine would be 
free to all students. The SGA 
passed a motion to sponsor 
“The Student Survival Guide". 

SGA President John O’Don¬ 
nell said that the city of Lowell 
is requesting the University’s 
help in cleaning up Lowell 
since the Department of 
Defense is coming to inspect

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Bomb threat empties Coburn

Coburn Hall 
was evacuated for 
two hours from 
11 AM to 1 PM 
on Tuesday after 
the Lowell Fire 
Department 
received a bomb 
threat for the 
building. Lowell 
Police and Fire 
Department mem¬ 
bers informed pro¬ 
fessors, who in 
turn told their stu¬ 
dents to leave the 
building. 

According to 
one student who 
missed class 
because of the 
threat, “1 panicked. 

Professor Brown 
(of the Sociology 
Department) came 
into the class and 
told us to get out 
of there. I didn’t 
know what was going on.” The building was 
evacuated without incident, and appeared to be 
back in business after around 1 PM. 

Deputy Finnegan of the Lowell Fire Depart¬ 
ment said he and his men were “waiting for 
UMass Lowell Police to arrive," because [search¬ 


ing the building] was “[UML Police’s] responsi¬ 
bility. 

A small crowd of students gathered across the 
street from Cobum, most of them being displaced 
bv the threat. 


Torkildsen to attend International 
Relations Club forum

In a forum sponsored by the 
International Relations Club, 
members of the State Depart¬ 
ment, Justice Department, and 
an aide to a major Congression¬ 
al campaign will speak to stu¬ 
dents, Speaking at the forum 
will be Roger Cressey, Office of 
Nuclear Weapons Proliferation; 
Todd M. Masse, Foreign Affairs 
Analyst at the Congressional 
Research Service; and Mike 
Armeni aide to Congressman 
Peter Torkildsen. The forum, 
which will be held on Wednes¬ 
day, Nov. 25, at 10:00 in the 
Donahue Lounge, is open to all 
students. Each speaker will give 
a brief summary of their experi¬ 
ence and then take questions 
from the audience. 

Roger Cressey graduated 
from the University of Lowell 
in 1987 after majoring in Politi¬ 
cal Science. He went on to 
graduate studies at George 
Washington University where 
he received his MA in Security 
Policy Studies. Upon receiving 
a Presidential Management 
Internship Cressey began his 
work on nuclear proliferation. 
The Office of Nuclear Weapons 
Proliferation falls within the 
Political-Military Affairs branch 
of the State Department. 

The halting of nuclear pro¬ 


liferation is an issue of great 
international importance that 
has resulted in extensive travel 
for Cressey. In the last six 
months Cressey has visited 
Israel and the former Soviet 
Union while working for the 
State Department. Roger 
Cressey’s experiences should be 
of great interest to anyone with 
interest in foreign service or 
curious about international rela¬ 
tions. 

In March of 1992 Roger 
arranged for members of the 
International Relations Club to 
meet with State Department 
officials. The senior advisor to 
the Arab-Israeli peace talks and 
the Assistant Secretary of State 
for Political and Military 
Affairs both spent over an hour 
speaking to University students 
about current issues. The 
upcoming forum will provide 
an arena for insight into current 
United States foreign policy. 

As a foreign affairs analyst 
Todd M. Masse responds to 
congressional requests on a 
diverse range of foreign policy 
issues. These responses consist 
of oral briefing sessions or writ¬ 
ten analysis reports. The brief¬ 
ings and reports are the result of 
Library of Congress Research. 
Masse specializes in two topic 
areas proliferation of weapons 


and international economic mat¬ 
ters. 

In the future Todd Masse 
will be filling a Presidential 
Management Internship with 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion as an Intelligence Research 
Specialist. Specializing in eco¬ 
nomic counterintelligence 
Masse will work to prevent the 
theft of industrial technologies 
critical to US corporations. 

Masse believes that in the 
future international economics 
will be much more important to 
the national security interests of 
the nation than in the past. 
Counterintelligence efforts will 
need to prevent both allies and 
adversary from theft of US 
technology. 

A political science major 
who graduated from the Univer¬ 
sity of Lowell Masse looks for¬ 
ward to discussing what univer¬ 
sity students can do to attain a 
career in civil service. He 
attended American University 
in Washington, D.C. for his 
graduate work. 

Mike Armini worked as an 
aide for the recent Torkildsen 
campaign for Congress. He 
brings with him personal insight 
to the internal workings of a 
hard fought campaign. Armini

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Naked guy’s approach lands him in jail 


Berkeley, Calif. (CPS) - A University of 
California student who believes that 
nude is the only natural way to stroll 
around campus has been arrested twice 
for indecent exposure, police said. 

Luis Andrew Martinez, 19, dubbed 
the “Naked Guy” for his penchant for 
minimal to non-existent attire, was 
arrested late Oct. 3 “as he jogged naked 
down the street in a residential dormitory 
area,” said Lt. Bill Foley of the universi¬ 
ty’s security force. 

Martinez, a sophomore who attends 
school full time at the Berkeley campus. 


also was arrested about noon Oct. 5 near 
the main entrance to the campus. 

In both cases, he was charged with 
indecent exposure and required to appear 
in court Nov. 19-20 to answer the 
charges. 

Martinez organized a campus “nude- 
in” Sept. 29 at a campus plaza known as 
a site of political protests, sending out 
fliers that dared participants to “Go 
Bare.” A hundreds of observers gathered 
around, Martinez and two dozen support¬ 
ers stripped off their clothes while a 
Doors tape played in the background. 


“Break on through to the other side,” 
Martinez sang and told observers that he 
was fighting societal pressures to con¬ 
form by shedding his clothes. The nude 
participants held hands, hugged and dec¬ 
orated body parts with paint as students 
watched with reactions ranging from out¬ 
rage to laughter. 

Foley estimated that only about 30 
percent of the nude demonstrators were 
students. Campus police watched the 
nude-in but didn’t interfere. 

However, Foley said that his office 
has received complaints from students 


and staff who don’t appreciate viewing 
Martinez in his natural state. 

“Employees are forced to look at him 
when he comes into their offices. The 
employees can’t just get up and leave,” 
Foley said. “We’ve heard that he has 
attended class without clothes, but we’ve 
no direct reports from students or faculty 
about that.” 

While many view Martinez’s actions 
with amusement, Foley said some stu¬ 
dents have interpreted his nakedness as a 
threat.

AREA 

Washington D.C- Unemployment rose 7.7 percent to 8.3 per¬ 
cent from August to September in New England whereas the 
national unemployment rate changed little with 7.5 percent in 
September to 7.6 percent in August. 

Among the region’s highest rated states were Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island both at 8.6 percent. They were also included in 
the nation’s seventh highest.

BYU dress code forces students

(CPS) - A list of “don’ts” in Brigham Young 
University’s dress code recently drew national 
media attention to the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints school, where short shorts and 
miniskirts are not allowed. 

“Our honor code has drawn attention in the 
past. We’re used to it,” said spokesman Brent 
Harker. “We expect high standards. When some¬ 
one finds an exception it makes the news. But the 
standards are important. A large majority of the 
faculty and students support it.” 

Few colleges and universities in the United 
States have official dress codes. But for the hand¬ 
ful that do, watch out if you try to wear a short 
skirt or shorts to classes. At BYU, for instance, 
you can be refused service at the library or cam¬ 
pus-run eateries if your clothing isn’t up to code. 

While many students, faculty members and 
administrators may think that a student dress code 


to cover up 

is anachronistic. Liberty University in Lynchburg, 
Va. and BYU in Provo, Utah, take it very serious¬ 
ly- 

“It’s a Christian school,” said a Liberty 
University spokesman. “So they believe students 
should dress like a Christian school.” 

At Brigham Young, men and women “must 
have a clean and well-taken care of appearance. 
They must avoid extreme hairstyles,” said Harker. 
“We don’t have punkers with orange hair.” 

What brought BYU to national attention 
recently was an Associated Press story that 
referred to students wearing shorts on campus. 
Provo can be hot in September and October, and 
after the administration approved the wearing of 
shorts a couple of years ago, suddenly there was 
an impression that the hemline started moving up 
the thigh a little too much. 

Coupled with the story was a picture of a

inches higher than her knees. 

However, no action was 
taken against the student. “We 
don’t want a repressive police¬ 
like atmosphere on campus,” 
Harker said. 

The restrictive dress code 
was enacted at BYU in the early 
1960s. “There were a lot of 
variations in clothing at that 
time,” Harker said. “Certain 
ways of dressing such as 
beards, beads and bangles 
reflected the counter-culture 
message that was not acceptable 
at a church-run school.” 

Skirts were required for 
women and slacks for men. 
Additionally, men couldn’t 
have beards or long hair. “It 
was quite a visible contrast to 
what was going on,” he said. 

In the early 1980s the rules 
were relaxed somewhat: Men 
and women were allowed to 
wear jeans. But not grubby 
jeans. And beards were still 
banned. And finally, in 1990, 
the shorts were added to the list 
of approved attire, provided 
they were around knee length. 
Beards were still banned. So 
were earrings for men. If men 
wanted to wear mustaches, they 
must be neatly trimmed. 

All but 2 percent of BYU’s 
29,000 students are Mormons, 
and all students must sign an 
honor pledge that they will 
abstain from liquor, drugs, 
tobacco, sex, tea and coffee. 

“They must demonstrate in 
daily living the morals of a 
chaste and virtuous life,” 


Harker said. “Our dress code 
has to do with a chaste and vir¬ 
tuous life. It’s different at 
BYU. That’s the general point: 
We’re different. We’re a 
minority.” 

At Liberty University, a con¬ 
servative Christian school, male 
students must wear dress slacks, 
shirts and ties to class, and 
women must wear dresses. No 
shorts are allowed unless a stu¬ 
dent is going to a physical edu¬ 
cation class or to work out. 
Students also aren’t allowed to 
use drugs, alcohol or tobacco, 
curse or have sex. 

But these schools are the 
exceptions, not the rule. At the 
University of St. Thomas, a 
Catholic institution in St. Paul, 
Minn., there is no written policy 
for a dress code. “There used to 
be a sign at the gill that said, 
‘No shirt, no shoes, no service.’ 
But it’s now gone,” said 
spokesman Jim Winterer. “If 
someone came to class dressed 
inappropriately, they would be 
asked to change.” 

He said the school has an 
open atmosphere, and there is 
rarely a problem with how stu¬ 
dents dress. 

“It doesn’t even come up. 
Most of the time you have to 
wear clothes in Minnesota,” he 
said. “You can’t go without 
shoes in winter. You’d freeze 
your toes off.”

Clayton Poole and the 
Northeast Big Band pay 
tribute to Woody Herman 


Megadeth! Suicidal Tendencies 
The Centrum, 1118192

It’s a raw, drizzly day in 
March, 1987. On the sidewalk 
in front of the Paradise, a rock 
and roll club in Boston, a group 
of young males—most of them 
long-haired and clad in worn 
denim jackets and heavy metal 
t-shirts—waits, oblivious to the 
rain. Suddenly, passersby hear a 
strange chant coming from the 
group. 

“Bon Jovi sucks! Bon Jovi 
sucks! Bon Jovi sucks!” The 
chant eventually dwindles, as 
most chants do, but its message 
is quite clear: these boys are not 
interested in compromise. The 
group has a common bond, an 
understanding of something 
very few people understand. 
They have come to see one of 
the most uncompromising 
bands yet, one of the true pio¬ 
neers of the still-young genre 
called speed metal. The band is 
Megadeth. 

It’s not 1987 anymore. It is 
Sunday, November 8, 1992, and 
there is a scene in Worcester, 
Massachusetts similar to that 
five years ago in Boston. A 
group of people have gathered 
in front of the Centrum with one 
goal in mind: to see Megadeth. 

This group of Megadeth 
fans, however, is markedly dif¬ 
ferent from that of 1987. There 
is a noticeable number of girls 
this time, and some of the boys 
are dressed in “respectable” 
garb. There’s still a lot of long 


hair—and quite a few clean-cut 
heads. There are actually some 
people wearing, believe it or 
not. Bon Jovi shirts. But the 
most incredible difference is 
that while the group in 1987 
numbered six hundred and fifty, 
the new group numbers well 
over ten thousand. 

If last Sunday’s show at the 
Centrum proved anything for 
Megadeth, it was that success 
has not compromised the band’s 
beliefs. Megadeth’s popularity 
has not come from writing pop 
hits, but from remaining true to 
its heavy metal roots with tech¬ 
nical ability and volume playing 
equal parts. The only difference 
now is that twenty times as 
many people have caught on to 
Megadeth’s message. 

Opening with “Countdown 
to Extinction”, Megadeth used a 
simple formula to impress their 
fanatical following at Sunday’s 
show. There were no fireworks, 
no elaborate stage 
displays—just four men, three 
guitars and a set of drums. 
Singer, guitarist and band 
founder Dave Mustaine retained 
his usual tight-lipped sneer and 
commanding stage presence as 
he and his band blasted through 
“Wake Up Dead”, “Hangar 18” 
and “Skin O’ My Teeth”. 
Bassist and co-founder Dave 
Ellefson pumped out his com¬ 
plex rhythms through “The 
Conjuring” and “In My Darkest 
Hour” while Mustaine and gui¬ 
tarist Marty Friedman traded off 
leads and rhythms with not a 
lick out of place. Nick Menza 


didn't miss a beat behind his 
drum cage—Megadeth is a tight 
band. 

Concentrating heavily on 
their latest record Countdown to 
Extinction , Megadeth burned 
through “Ashes in Your 
Mouth”, “Sweating Bullets” and 
“Foreclosure of a Dream”. 
Unfortunately, the band left no 
room for material from their 
brilliant debut. Killing Is My 
Business...And Business Is 
Good! This was quite a disap¬ 
pointment, but few seemed to 
notice. 

After a first encore of “Sym¬ 
phony of Destruction” and 
“Peace Sells”, Megadeth gave 
their final goodnight with a 
cover of the Sex Pistols’ “Anar¬ 
chy in the U.K.” as well over 
ten thousand screaming fans 
showed their approval. 
Megadeth has come a long way 
since 1987. 

Suicidal Tendencies’ fifty 
minute opening set saw the 
band veering away from its 
early eighties California punk 
roots, concentrating instead on 
material from recent albums. 
Suicidal drew mostly from 
Lights, Camera, Revolution and 
The Art of Rebellion , dipping 
into the past only for “I Saw 
Your Mommy” and “Pledge 
Your Alliegance”. Frontman 
Mike Muir’s thoughtful mes¬ 
sages onstage joined the 
thoughtful messages in his 
songs, bringing some enlighten¬ 
ment to those who chose to lis¬ 
ten.

The time is now 1946. 

Music groups like Rush, 
Pink Floyd, and Boston are but 
distant dreams of only a few 
people, and men like Benny 
Goodman, Frank Sinatra, and 
Tommy Dorsey are at their 
musical peaks. 

Woody Herman and his be¬ 
bopping band the Thundering 
Herds are rapidly gaining suc¬ 
cess. 

The country is hearing big 
band in full blast — and loving 
every minute of it. 

On November 7 in Durgin 
Hall, that’s exactly how it was. 
The Northeast Big Band gave a 
concert in tribute to Woody 
Herman. The eighteen-piece 
orchestra, conducted by Clayton 
Poole, had every foot tapping 
and every head bopping in the 
place. The performance cov¬ 
ered a wide spectrum of music. 
Some pieces of Herman’s origi¬ 
nal band were featured, includ¬ 
ing one of their most popular 
works, Woodchopper’s Ball, 
which ended the concert and 
left audience members in awe at 
the brilliance of the melody and 
the harmonic structure. The 
lasting qualities that are evident 
in the Big Band pieces are 
rarely found in today’s music. 
Woody Herman’s band had an 
innovative style that was con¬ 
stantly changing to keep up 
with the times, evolving into 
something new and different 
with each challenge. 


Clayton Poole founded the 
Northeast Big Band in 1984. 
His spirit and enthusiasm capti¬ 
vated the audience from the 
minute he walked on stage. The 
exuberance of Poole and all the 
band members was thoroughly 
contagious and a rush of excite¬ 
ment flowed through the audi¬ 
ence members (both young and 
old) with the music. One of the 
best numbers of the evening 
was Nat Pierce’s “Hallelujah 
Time,” which included an 
excellent solo on tenor saxo¬ 
phone by Marc Phaneauf. His 
contribution to the band was 
tremendous and it was a delight 
to sit and listen to him play. 

One of the other smashingly 
successful pieces of the concert 
was “You are the Sunshine of 
My Life” with vocals by Steve 
Marvin. His immensely sensi¬ 
tive tone added much to the 
band and had a style similar to 
Frank Sinatra’s. Marvin has 
been the featured vocalist of the 
Northeast Big Band since 1984 
and still performs regularly in 
Boston area clubs. 

It was truly a fabulous 
evening and it gave us a chance 
to pay respect to one of the 
greatest jazz legends. Woody 
Herman. Herman passed away 
in 1987 after dedicating his 
entire life to the refining of jazz 
music. I’m sure even now he’s 
teaching the angels a whole new 
style of music and showing 
them how to smoke on their 
harps.

We can make our own decisions. All of us made a 
decision a while back which the administration had no 
trouble with, we decided to attend UML (maybe thanks 
to those nice flowers that the administration has planted 
all over campus right before we toured the campus). 
They seem to forget that we are the ones who should be 
in charge here. Without us there would be no Universi¬ 
ty of Massachusetts at Lowell. No matter how much 
power Leo King, Mary Connelly or William Hogan 
wield, we have the ultimate power - we can leave. 

Over the summer I had the privilege of attending a 
Student Government conference; the power of the other 
Student Governments literally made my mouth water. 
They have direct control over hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, but the UMass Lowell SGA needs several 
administrative signatures to spend any money. Our 
ever-so-concemed administration has put a cap on the 
amount of money SGA spends for Spring Carnival.

Since Barnes and Noble 
took over the bookstore several 
things have changed. They 
cleaned and painted and it does 
look much nicer inside. They 
have also removed the long line 
and police patrol present at the 
beginning of each semester. 
They also promised greater stu¬ 
dent involvement and direct 
input from student committees. 
To my knowledge these com¬ 
mittees have yet to be formed. 

Unfortunately the price of 
books has risen dramatically. I 
estimate at increases of greater 
than 20%-25% books are now 
$30 or more. The proposal 
specifically stated that prices 
were not to increase. The rele¬ 
vant question is whether it’s 
worth it? I don’t believe so. 


One good thing about the 
Barnes and Noble takeover of 
the bookstore is that students 
will now have some control 
over the profits generated by 
bookstore sales (B & N must 
return $250,000 a year while on 
campus). Previously the Book¬ 
store Associates determined 
where the excess revenues were 
allocated.

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It’s About Time, Damn It 


North Adams, Mass. (CPS) - 
Dr. Timothy Jay is called the 
“Doctor of Dirty Words” and 
“The Pre-eminent Scholar of 
Profanity” and says he likes 
nothing better than a spirited 
discussion on the cursing habits 
of the American public. 

The psychology pro¬ 
fessor at North Adams State 
College has written a book 
titled “Cursing in America” 
(John Benjamins Publishing 
Co.) that explores different 
types of cursing, how children 
learn obscene words, and how 
men and women differ in the 
use of obscenities. 

For example, women 
are often insulted by men for 
openly expressing their sexuali¬ 
ty, Jay said. “Men don’t realize 
how offensive some words are 
to women. Men, on the other 
hand, get upset when they are 
referred to as effeminate. That’s 
because the male sex role is still 
so rigidly defined.” 

Swear words remain 
fairly stable. Jay noted, with 
new words appearing from 
deviant subcultures such as 
music, drugs and prostitution 
from time to time. Hip new 
words, however, rarely last. 

Everyone swears, jay 


said, and people have been 
swearing for centuries. The 
only two groups who do not 
swear are some elderly women 
and the religious right, he’s dis¬ 
covered. 

“I think swearing is 
important for emotional expres¬ 
sion, but every book on lan¬ 
guage ignores the phenome¬ 
non,” said Jay, who said he 
swears much less as a college 
professor than when he was an 
ice hockey player and construc¬ 
tion worker. 

Jay’s obsession with 
profanity started in high school 
while listening to comedian 
Lenny Bruce. The material for 
the book, which he started col¬ 
lecting in graduate school, took 
20 years to compile. 

Most of the research 
came from field research where 
he and student assistants col¬ 
lected samples of people swear¬ 
ing. Jay’s discussions of cursing 
have been published in Playboy, 
New Woman, Red Book, 
Parenting and New Woman. 

He is also considered 
an expert witness, and has 
counseled lawyers and rock 
groups on the use of offensive 
language in the entertainment 
industry.

Officials consider banning club for hazing 


Oxford, Miss. (CPS) - A haz¬ 
ing incident that injured two 
varsity sports letter winners at 
the University of Mississippi 
has caused officials to consider 
disbanding the club until further 
notice. 

Under investigation is the M 
Club, a social group of 100 var¬ 
sity letter winners in the eight 
male intercollegiate sports 
offered at Ole Miss. 


Junior John Gourley of 
Philadelphia and sophomore 
Dona-van Bassett of Jackson, 
Miss., were treated at a local 
emergency room after being 
blindfolded with tape while an 
unidentified liquid was poured 
over their heads. 

Gourley suffered bums on 
his left ear and cheek, and Bas¬ 
sett suffered second-degree 
bums on 80 percent of his face. 


According to a statement 
released by the university, 25 
members out of a membership 
of 100 were involved in the 
incident. 

Officials say that the M Club 
has been repeatedly told that 
hazing is against school policy 
and Mississippi law. 

“The University of Missis¬ 
sippi is probably more vigilant 
than most institutions about 
preventing hazing incidents and 
works hard to stop them,” said 
Thomas J. Reardon, associate 
dejan of students. 

After Reardon’s investiga¬ 
tion, he recommended that the 
club be banned from the cam¬ 
pus. 

“We want to send a strong 
message to all student groups 
that we won’t tolerate hazing 
on this campus,” he said. “I 
have sent my recommendation 
to the vice chancellor, and he 
has taken it into consideration.” 

Under a 1990 law, first- 
degree hazing, in which injuries 
are incurred, is a misdemeanor 
punishable by up to six months 
in jail and a $2,000 fine.
